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DETAILED ACTION 

Susan Hanley is now the examiner for this application. 

The amendment and remarks filed 8/7/ 06 are acknowledged. 

Claims 45-76 are under examination. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a prior 
Office action. 

Claims 45-76 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Vandekerckhove et al. 
(Glycobiology 2(6):541-548 (1992)). 

Applicant argues that the claims now recite that the enriched a(2 / 3)sialyllactose is formed in a 
dairy mixture which is milk, colostrums, a cheese processing mixture or a cheese processing waste 
stream; and that the dairy source or cheese processing waste steam must comprise both lactose and sialic 
acid donors. Applicant asserts that Vandekerckhove et al. do not teach these elements and that the 
references do not anticipate the claims. 

Applicant's arguments filed 8/7/06 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The 
claims are drawn to a product, an enriched a(2,3)sialyllactose, obtained by an enzymatic method. As the 
MPEP states below, the patentability of a product depends on its structure and not its method of 
production. The patentability of the product rests on the structure implied by the claims, an enriched 
a(2,3)sialyllactose. The ultimate enrichment of a compound is that it exists in a purified state. The 
limitations of claims 57-68 are drawn to the purification of the a(2,3)sialyllactose. Therefore, the purified 
a(2,3)sialyllactose taught by Vandekerckhove et al. meets the claim limitations. The a-2,3~sialyllactose 
prepared in the reference is identical to that recited in the claims, despite the different starting material 
recited in the claims. 

MPEP 2112.2 PRODUCT-BY-PROCESS CLAIMS ARE NOT LIMITED TO THE 

MANIPULATIONS OF THE RECITED STEPS, ONLY THE STRUCTURE 
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IMPLIED BY THE STEPS 

"[E]ven though product-by-process claims are limited by and defined by the process, 
determination of patentability is based on the product itself. The patentability of a product 
does not depend on its method of production. If the product in the product-by-process 
claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the prior art the claim is unpatentable 
even though the prior product was made by a different process." In re Thorpe, 777 
F.2d 695, 698, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985) (citations omitted) (Claim was 
directed to a novolac color developer. The process of making the developer was 
allowed. The difference between the inventive process and the prior art was the addition 
of metal oxide and carboxylic acid as separate ingredients instead of adding the more 
expensive pre-reacted metal carboxylate. The product-by-process claim was rejected 
because the end product, in both the prior art and the allowed process, ends up 
containing metal carboxylate. The fact that the metal carboxylate is not directly added, but is 
instead produced in-situ does not change the end product). 

The structure implied by the process steps should be considered when assessing the 
patentability of product-by-process claims over the prior art, especially where the 
product can only be defined by the process steps by which the product is made, or 
where the manufacturing process steps would be expected to impart distinctive structural 
characteristics to the final product. See, e.g., In re.Garnero, 412 F.2d 276, 279, 162 
USPQ 221, 223 (CCPA 1979) 



Therefore, the holding of anticipated is maintained. 
No claim is allowed.
